greet you. Soup. not only whets 
the appetite for the entire meal— 
but stimulates the, flow of digestive 
juices and makes digestion easier. 

Now that the. cold wintry days 
are here why not draw your chairs 
closer to the hearth and while your 
toes are in the ashes, jot down a 
list of your family’s favorite soup 
dishes. There are so many varia- 
tions and once your stock is made 
the rest will be easy. Let’s get out 
the Soup Tureen and Ladle and 
serve soup family style, so every 
fellow can help himself and have 
more than one serving. For re- 
member with a soup dinner you 
will only have to serve a salad and 
dessert. Of course have hot toasted 
french bread or crispy hot crackers. 
If you like cornbread, serve corn 
sticks. Green onions are in season 
and they are, oh, so good served as 
an appetizer together with radishes, 
pickles, etc. 

It is not only smart to serve soup 
but economical as well. I always 
buy the cheaper cuts of meat such 
as beef or lamb, neck, or shank. 
They are particularly rich in flavor 
and free from fat or suet. Since 
it is desirable to extract as much 
flavor from the meat as possible in 
makin# soup, cut the meat into 
small pieces and cover with cold 
(never hot) water and cook slowly 
for a long time. When making an 
old fashion vegetable soup I prefer 
to serve with the meat left in, 
otherwise strain and set aside to 
cool. Fill jars and cover, place in 
refrigerator until needed. Now that 
your soup stock is made, it will be 
easy to prepare, oh, so many de- 
licious soups. As my mother would 
often say when asked how she made 
such and such a soup, “a little of 
this, and a little of that and a lot 
of imagination.” After al. her im- 
agination must have been a fertile 
one for many were the masterpieces 
that came to our table.
